Mrs. Anderson Tells of Fight 
on High Prices. 


Recent action taken by the Fed- 
‘eral Fair Price Committee insures 
‘a plentiful supply of vegetable 
seeds for distribution in Los An- 
geles, says Mrs. J. T. Anderson, 
chairman of the Council of Com- 
munity Service, which is now acting 
as the consumer's branch of the 
Fair Price Committee, in announc- 
ing yesterday that plans have been 
completed for the launching of a 


campaign to increase production and 
to fight the cost of living by the 
‘planting of home and community 
gardens in all parts of the city. This 
campaign will be carried on through 
the mediumegof the Home Gardens 
Association, which will distribute 
seeds free to applicants through its 
representatives in various parts of 
the city, through the schools, and 
through charitable institutions. 

The Federal Fair Price Commit- 
tee, under whose supervision the 
campaign is being conducted, re- 
cantly sent telegrams to Congress- 
men Osborne, Kettner and Randall, 
requesting that government seeds be 
sent to Los Angeles immediately for 
distribution locally. The telecram 
was signed ty John G. Mott, chair- 
man of the Fair Price Committee, 
R. W. Pridkam, W. E. Chamberlain, 
R. H. Lacy, and William M. Gar- 
land. In reply to this request, Con- 
gressman Osborne sent the follow- 
ing telegram. which was received by 
the Fair Price Commitfee: 

“Regard the campaign by women 
of Southern California to ameliorate 
conditions growing out of the high 
cost of food by home gardening as 
a very helpful movement. It will 
give me great pleasure qo furnish 
5000 packages, each containing an 
assortment of selected vegetable 
seeda for distribution by the Fed- 
eral Fair Price Committee. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture says it will take 
about two weeks to prepare for ship- 
ment. Please wife me under what 
address to send the seeds.” | 

RANDALL REPLIES. 

Congressman Randall replied as 
follows: “Will send you five pack- 
ages containing five varieties of vexe- 
table seeds at once.

“I have not met Mr. Hoover per- 
sonallj, I regret,to say, but during 
my work in helping Finland with 
food from Denmark I was lucky 
enough tc get behind the scenes 
and 1 saw what his wonderfu] food 
administration really has done for 
‘he poor Finnish people who were 
almost d from starvation. It 
was so well done that it proved that 
the man in charge, the. starter of 
the organization, must be a very 
able man with immensely energetic 
power. 

“The whole system worked per- 
fectly. 1 saw an illustration of it

Appeal for Others to Assist by 
Endqwing Beds. 


That a iarge sum of money has 
been donated and plans completed 
by Mrs... Anita for the 
building in Los Angeles of a chil- 
dren's hospital, the first unit of 
whith will be three stories in iy 
and contain fifty béds, was the in 
formation given out yesterday by 
Albert Lee Stephens, who, with Rob- 
ert A. Anderson and Drs. C. Gustav 
Biorkman, Robert Ewart Ramsay 
and Alfred J. Seott, Jr., has been 
chosen by Mrs. Baldwin to act as 
trustees for the institution. 

The location of the hospital has 
not been definitely decided upon, but 
a large tract of land, conveniently 
situated, is under option and plans 
for the firat unit of the building have 
been drawn and are being revised. 
The héspital, which will be conduct- 
ed by @ ¢orporation organized to do 
business Without profit, will be typ- 
ically Californian and will be a 
credit, afchitecturally and in other 
ways, te’Los Angeles, the trustees 


say. 

“The new hospital also will be an 
institution for the education of doc- 
tors and nw in fitting them es- 
pecially for the treatment of infants 
other ch ares of various 

Mr. Stepheis, “While rs. 
Halawin ig starting the hospital, it 
is her hope and the jhope of the 
directors that others join in fur- 
nishing funds and a plan will be 
work out Whereby beds, wards 
and rooms will be named for do- 
nors.

“The first of these ie that Los An- 
géles should have a fine hospital for 
the tender and scleritifie care of ba- 
bies and vefy young children need- 
ing medical and surgical treatment. 
Life holdsimany and various duties, 
but none éeems plainer to me than 
that we of this generation owe to 
those of the next generation, while 
helpless in our care, every effort to- 
ward relief from pain and suffering 
and every endeavor that they shall 
be given a fair start with sound and 


“The second of t ideas is but 
the outgrowth and largement of 
the first and is that Southern Cali- 
fornia, with all of its superb poy 
tages, Owes much to the rest of the 
world. Southern California must 
not be content with being powerful 
commercially or with its already 
earned title of the world’s play- 
ground, but should be the art andf 
educational center of the world. The 
hospital I have just mentioned 
should therefore not only be a hos-+ 
pital, but should be a center of méd- 
ical learning and progress and 
should send out into the world many 
doctors and nurses who undérstand 
the ills and needs of infants. Such 
an institution I desire to have'a d 
in. founding and, with the unselfish 
devotion your time, energies and 
talents, I hope to see these dreams 
turned irfto accomplishment. I am

A coast-to-coast tour, the first in 
fts seventy-eight years of uninter- 
rupted music-making in America, is

One of the most interesting recent 
recitals was that given yesterday 
evening by several pupils of Mra. 
Winifred Stone Heaton, at the lat- 
ter’'s home, 170 South Virgil ave- 
nue. The audience was given an op- 
portunity to see, or rather hear, a 
demonstration of the “efficiency” 
method of teaching piano, recently |. 
evolved by Mrs. Heaton, who has 
written a book on the system, called 
“The Efficiency Idea.” Among 
those present yesterday was Charlies 
Wakefield Cadman, who 
himself as well pleased with the Ye- 

sults accomplished by Mrs. Heaton 
with her young pupirs, and who pre-|- 
dicted that the new method will be 
of great advantage to beginners on 
the piano. 

“The inability to read is the most 
common deficiency of the music 
student,” declared Mrs. Heaton. “It 

the ‘skeleton in the closet’ of mu- 

, the bugLear that causes millions 
of bright students to give up in dis- 
couragement, yet there should be 
nothing laborious aboet reading 
notes, any more than there is 
about reading words. Every one who; 
has ever tak@t music lessons will 
usually remember the notes on the 
treble staff, even if he has not tried 
to play for years. 

“Why are these particular notes, 
and no others, remembered? Be- 
cause they were the first impression 
on an undisturbed mind. Why are 
the others not remembered, since 
they are all of the same kind and 
quality? Why should the “lass 
notes” and those on the lines above 
and below have more terrors Aor 
the student? 

“The usual method has been to 
teach the student the names of the 
notes on the keyboard—a, b, c, d, 
e, f, g. His attention is then drawn 
to the five parallel lines called the 
staff, and he is told that the notes 
e, g. b, 4, f, are written on these 
lines in that order, starting from 
the lowest, counting upward. Then 
he is told that the four notes in 
the spaces’ are, in order, f, a, c, e, 
and he memorizes these symbols in 
this fashion. 7 

“Then follow tedious five-finger 
exercises to drive this lesson home— 
and then the trouble begins. The 
pupil is given the combinations of 
notes in the lines and spaces aLlove 
the treble staff and then the com- 
binations in the lines below, in 


which the order is reversed and the 
combinations are different.
